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Great  ^Brain’  Coming 


One  of  the  world’s  great 
brains,  capable  of  plotting  the 
orbit  of  a satellite  and  solving 
many  of  the  most  complicated 
problems  in  a matter  of  minutes, 
will  be  coming  to  Brigharw 
Young  University  in  August. 

Unlike  the  proverbial  long- 
haired, human  variety,  this 
“mind”  is  an  International  Bus- 
iness Machine  650  electronic  cal- 
culator, first  of  its  kind  to  be  in- 
stalled in  the  Intermountain 
area. 

Course  Attended 
Professor  H.  Verlan  Anderson, 
Acounting  Department  chairman 
has  been  in  charge  of  university 
efforts  to  obtain  the  computer. 
He  attended  an  IBM  training 
course  at  Endicott,  N.  Y.,  last 
summer  to  get  acquainted  with 
the  machine. 

“The  installation  of  the  IBM 
650  at  Brigham  Young  Univer- 
sity represents  a great  step  for- 
ward in  education  in  Utah,” 
Prof.  Anderson  said. 

Problems  Stored 
This  medium-sized  computer 
is  a magnetic-drum  stored  pro- 
gram machine.  Information  on  a 
problem  is  punched  into  cards 
and  fed  into  the  computer.  An- 
other sdties  of  punched  cards 
tell  the  machine  what  mathemat- 
ical operations  to  perform.  Each 
number  is  stored  as  a tiny  mag- 
netized spot  on  the  “memory” 
drum,  which  is  16  inches  long 
and  4 inches  in  diameter. 

Installation  will  consist  of  six 
main  units — the  650  proper,  the 
input-output  machine  that  reads 
and  punches  cards,  the  power 
supply,  a card  interpreter,  an 


accounting  machine  and  a card- 
sorting  machine. 

The  computer  solves  routine 
and  complex  calculations  with 
equal  ease,  whether  they  are  of 
an  accounting  or  technical  na- 
ture. It  can  memorize  20,000 
digets  in  its  magnetic  drum  that 
spins  at  12,500  revolutions  a 
minute. 

Detail  Needed 

“Brain,”  Prof.  Anderson 
EK>ints  out,  is  really  giving  the 
machine  too  much  credit,  since 
it  must  be  told  what  to  do  in 
great  detail.  This  is  accomplish- 
ed by  making  up  what  is  term- 
ed a “program.”  A list  of  in- 
structions is  written,  together 
with  data  required,  and  this  is 
fed  into  the  machine  on  tlie 
punched  cards. 

Sxp'oring  the  Universe  ■ • ■ 


The  dutiful  “brain”  then 
makes  the  computations  at  tre- 
mendous speeds  and  comes  up 
with  the  final  results,  which  al- 
so are  punched  in  cards.  These 
cards  are  used  in  printing  the 
results. 

Problems  Varied 
Complicated  problems  in  fields 
as  varied  as  business,  rt'al  es- 
tate, agriculture,  politics,  astron- 
omy, and  sociology  will  be  tack- 
led by  the  electronic  computer. 
It  will  be  housed  in  the  College 
of  Commerce  area,  although 
many  departments  in  the  Uni- 
versity will  use  it  for  research, 
ers  at  Brigham  Young  Univer- 
sity have  problems  in  hand  right 
now  which  they  are  waiting  to 
put  to  the  machine.

vana  to  study  law.  There  he  became  one  of  the 
student  leaders  of  the  group  that  rebelled 
against  General  Batista  on  July  26,  1952.  Cas- 
tro was  captured,  later  freed  in  a general  am- 
nesty and  fled  to  Mexico. 

He  oi^anized  the  26th  of  July  move- 
ment, trained  yoxmg  Cubans,  and  sailed 
back  to  Cuba  on  a yacht,  “Gramma.” 

On  Dec.  2,  1956,  the  yacht  landed  82  men 
in  southern  Cuba.  But  the  yacht  had  been 
spotted  by  a navy  patrol  boat.  Planes  flew  in 
to  strafe,  and  government  troops  attacked  the 
invaders  in  the  swamp.  Of  the  82,  no  more  than 
20  survived  to  fight. 

He  threw  his  powerful,  six-foot  frame  and 
energy  into  organizing.  He  recruited  men,  and 
soon  was  attacking  out  of  the  fastness  of  the 
Sierra  Maestra. 

Since  then  he  has  harrased  army  posts, 
burned  sugar  fields  and  announced  again  and 
again,  his  determination  to  wipe  away  the  Ba- 
tista regime.

Fourth,  there  is  greatly  in- 
creased knowhow  on  the  part  of 
both  business  and  government  in 
dealing  with  forces  that  create 
depression.

WHY  THEN  hasn’t  govern- 
ment stepped  in  faster  and  on  a 
more  complete  scale?  The  ans- 
wer is  quite  simple.  W6  are  con- 
fronted at  the  present  time  with 
both  recession  and  inflation 


opposite  types  of  remedies. 

Measures  to  combat  the  re- 
cession would  tend  to  aggravate 
the  inflation.  The  primary  cause 
of  depression  is  inadequate  buy- 
ing of  what  is  being  produced. 
One  of  the  primary  courses  of  in- 
flation is  too  much  spending.  In- 
creases in  purchasing  power  in 
the  economy  resulting  from  gov- 
ernment spending  or  lower  taxes 
would  tend  to  aggravate  infla- 
tion. 

Only  last  week  it  was  report- 
ed that  the  cost  of  living  had 
risen  to  an  all  time  high  in  Feb- 
ruary. 


The  long-range  outlbok  is  def- 
initely more  that  of  inflation 
than  of  recession.  All  things 
considered,  therefore,  while  it 
may  be  less  easy  to  get  jobs  in 
the  next  few  months  than  in 
recent  year,  the  economic  out- 
look holds  much  promise. 

Depression  is  not  nearly  so 
worrisome  problem  as  whether 
or  not  we  can  preserve  the  peace 
in  this  atomic  age  and  whether 
in  the  long  run,  assuming  we 
can  preserve  the  peace,  we  can 
be  responsible  enough  to  use  our 
abundance  wisely  and  construc- 
tively.
